The ‘‘NCLC” was expelled as a caucus 
from the Students for a Demécratic Soci- 
ety for supporting the 1968 teachers 
strike against the Black community. That 
strike was led by Albert Shanker, presi- 
dent of the United Federation of Teach- 


ers. whom the ‘‘NCLC” still supporis. 


Sinee then ‘‘NCLC”’ has. consistently 
exposed its own racism by organizing 
against anti-racist demands such as 
special job training and hiring programs 
for Black youth, special college admis- 
sions programs for Black youth and simi- 
lar demands aimed at compensating for 
hundreds of years of racial discrimina- 
tion. , 

“NCLC” has called Black welfare 
mothers “hogs,’’ ‘cows’? and “‘prosti- 
tues.’’ It has called Black and Spanis! 
CP and YWLL leaders “gutless,” and 
“moral cowards,” and has sided with 
Anthony Imperiale against integrated 
housing in Newark. And many other rac- 
ist activities could be cited.

On Ancil ith in Philadelphia, an NCLC gang attacked YWLL | 
members oa the Terple University campus with sticks and lead 
pipes: six YWLG members required hospital treatment. Other at- 
tacks have occurred in Buffalo, N.¥.; at the NAACP office, and in 
New Yor’ City, including an attempted assault on Rasheed Storey, 
Cocamuntst candidate for Mayor, on April 23rd at Columbia Univer- 
Sily. 

While the NCLC claims to be a leftist organization, their attacks, 
verbal and/or physical, have been against groups on the left; Nation- 
al’ Welfare Rights Organization, the “Guardian,” the Communist 
Party, Vietnam Veterans Against the War, Black Economic Develop- 
ment Conference, etc.. Their present tactics. are reminiscent of those 
employed in the Dominican Republic, Guatemala and Uruguay. by 
ClA-sponsored vigilante groups which include off-duty police. One of 
those arrested for: assaulting the YWLL members in Philadelphia 
was a garole officer with a .38 revolver who was released from 

s jail after the intercession of his superior. 4
